Dissenting notes filed by the bankers who were mem- 
bers of the Royal Commission on banking, show up vivid- 
ly the financiers’ mental fixation that things financial are 
' higher than things human; are suspended above the earth 
, just high enough to prevent human needs and wants and 
troubles from climbing into the financial basket.

The dissenting bankers express several fears as to pos- 
sible unwise courses which might be followed by a Central 
Bank management; but do not express any fear whatever 
that the Central Bank will make too much or any money 
available to end unemployment, or to feed, clothe and house 
the destitute. With that curious detachment from human 
agonies which is the attained Nirvana of the mind com- 
pletely given over to contemplating the holy sanctity of 
principal and interest—the dissenting bankers are only con- 
cerned lest some money be lost and have no fear whatever 
that a Central Bank will take action involving any ac- 
knowledgment that money should be used to help human- 
ity; the fact that human beings should be out of work, 
homeless, destitute and hopeless is sentimentally too bad 
but not financially too bad. The strata of high finance is 
lifted just high enough above humanity to keep the holy 
Sanctity of principal and interest undefiled by human woes. 


It is precisely this impersonal detachment from human 
conditions and from results in terms of consequences to 
human beings which constitutes the great danger to our 
present form of government. There is no sense in telling 
hungry and discouraged people, hopeless from lack of 
opportunity, that the first duty of the government is to pay 
principal and interest of public obligations in terms of the 
contract; those people want food and work — and every 
day's delay in furnishing it is a day in which financial pro- 
fit is put ahead of huntan need. 


The paramount duty of our government today is to 
use any and all available money, including exercise of every 
power of issuing money, to put people to work at living 
wages, until a fair standard of living is in force from one 
end of Canada to the other. Saying it cannot be done is no 
answer; this is merely the defeatist argument that only 
those industries can survive in Canada which are given 
direct special privilege to shut out commerce so as to en- 
joy a restricted market, leaving the rank and file of the 
people to work out their own deliverance against the weight 
. of governmental special privilege. ’ 


The danger is that soonor or later this rank and file 
will take a shortcut along some line lighted up by the mir- 
age of socialistic or communistic deliverance, and pull down 
our institutions of government and of finance. Even at 
this late day, the situation can be saved by a governmental 
use of money to restore human values in terms of work and 
wages; an immediate opening up of the Peace River Empire 
is one example; but holding on to the defeatist theory of 
inability to act is loaded with deadly danger.

29.—The House of 
Commons last night adopted the ad- 
@ress in reply to the speech from 
the throne after the Labor party

The House had just turned back 
a Liberal amendment to the address, 
expressing regret that the throne 
Speech contained no definite policy 
to promote restoration of world 
trade or to develop resources and 
equipment of the United Kingdom 
The amendment was lost on a vote 
of 434 to 58. 

The house had settled down to 
hear the speaker put the question 
of adopting the reply, which mere ly 
thanks the King for his speech, 
when Labor challenged and de- 
manded a division. The move caused 
considerable commotion among the 
Liberals and Sir Herbert Samuel 
consulted hastily with his principal 
colleagues before deciding his group 
should refrain from voting. Actu- | 
ally, however, several, members of | 
the Liberal group voted with Labor | 
against the address 

The division upset the traditional 
practice of the house which has 
been to hold no divisions on the ad- 
dress after all amendments have 
been considered Controversy and 
division have been confined cus- 
tomarily to amendments. 

The two divisions came after Dr

The mob which lynched these men 
feared they would escape hanging if their cases 
were left to the uncertainties and delays of legal 
procedure. And the people of California evi- 
dently intend that kidnapping shall be stopped 
there, by direct action if not by due process 
of law. Given the same conditions, lynchings 
could be expected anywhere. 

We do not have lynchings in Canada mainly 
because they afe not necessary. Murderers here 
are hanged if they are proven guilty; the public 
do not have to take the law into their own hands 
and administer the penalty in an unofficial way. 
If that were not the case, no one need doubt that 
mobs in Canada would do what the mob in San 
Jose did under like circumstances. Californians 
are not notably different from Canadians. More 
than likely there were Canadians in the mob 
which broke into the jail there. 

A correspondent suggests that it is time to 
stop hanging murderers by process of law “in 
ord@ to prove to other men that it is wrong to 
kill.” That is a misconception. Murderers are 
not hanged to show others that murder is 
“wrong”; but to show them that it is dangerous. 
It would also be a dangerous business if capital 
punishment were abolished. What happened at 
San Jose illustrates that. The difference is that 
in one case the accused gets the benefit of an 
impartial trial; in the other he may not.

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Sinus Or Antrum 


Trouble 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The amount of pain from which a person 
may be actually suffering is difficult to judge, 
and in most cases, if anyone complains of a 
terrific pain, we have to take his word for it. 
One exception to this rule is seen in the pain of 
sinus trouble. By taking an x-ray picture of 
the head it is possible for 
the doctor to estimate 
about how much pain is 
present. This is one of the 
unusual examples in which 
man may make a picture 
of a headache. 

A patient with sinus 
trouble has an inflamma- 
tion of a sinus cavity. 
These cavities are hollow 
spaces in the bones of the 
skull and are designed to 
decrease the weight and 
give added strength. 

Just above the nose we 
find two of the sinuses, 
which are called frontal 
sinuses and a sinus found 
in the cheek bone is called 
the antrum. These cavi- 
ties have small openings 

Dr. F. into the nose for drainage 
and when sinus trouble is present, the openings 
may become closed by swelling in such a man- 
ner that the accumulated wastes cannot drain 
out. After the sinus fills with pus the trouble 
will readily show on a good x-ray picture. 

Sinus trouble usually develops as the result 
of a severe cold. In a patient with lowered 
resistance, or, who is in the popular term, “all 
run down,” the cold germs may enter one of 
the sinuses and gain a foothold. If the resist- 
ance were normal and the bloodstream clean 
and healthy, the sinus could protect itself 
against the germs just the same as the healthy 
throat protects itself. After the inflammation 
is established, pus is exuded, and in severe 
cases necrosis of the bone may occur, which 
refers to the death of a piece of the bone. 

In the average acute case, the sinusitis cures 
itself by spontaneous recovery as the pus is 
discharged into the nose after the entrance of 
the sinus opens. In the chronic forms the pus 
does not succeed in draining out. The symp- 
toms are at their worst during an acute attack 
and consist of a maddening sense of pressure 
as though the sinus would burst, together with 
severe pain which the patient des 
splitting or boring. The pain from the chronic 
form is generally more bearable. 

Very often the same patient who has sinus 
trouble has rheumatism or neuritis and his 
doctor tells him that the sinus must be drained 
as it forms a pus pocket from which poison is 
being absorbed and making the rheumatism 
worse. I have reached the conclusion that in- 
natism being due to the pus 
sinus, they are both due to a

pocket in the 
primary toxic condition. 

Puncturing the sinus and draining out the 
pus may induce a temporary improvement in 
the rheumatic condition, but it is well-known 
that in many cases, the treatment does not 
completely cure either trouble; and the sinus 
often fills up again and the operation must be 
done over. There is also some evidence that 
making these openings larger makes it easier 
for further infection to enter. As a conse- 
quence, many doctors are now urging that the 
patient with sinus trouble first give a com- 
mon-sense treatment a fair trial before restor- 
ing to surgery. 

The only treatment which I have found to 
empty the pus from these cavities and to build 
the lining back to a normal, heaithy condition 
is the fasting and dieting treatment. In addi- 
tion, local treatments may be helpful. The 
fasting and dieting regimen will be beneficial in 
eliminating the poisons which cause rheuma- 
tism and will tend to relieve this condition at 
the same time the sinus inflammation is dis- 
appearing. 

In most cases of sinus trouble certain local 
treatments, including the ultra violet ray, other 
physio-therapy treatment and mild antiseptic 
washes, are beneficial in helping to establish 
better drainage and if the treatments are sup- 
plemented with the fast and diet to clear up the 
5 c toxemia, this will be all that is needed 
to bring about a lasting cure of sinus trouble.

The name D'Oyley, or Doyle, is 
of Anglo-Norman derivation, al- 
though it was for a long period of 


time well established in Ireland 
The name was originally spelled 
@Quilli, taken from a locality in 


France in the neighborhood of Fal- 
aise. The family deduced its line- 
age from Robert d'Ouilli, Count of 
the Holy Roman Empire at the time 
of Charlemagne. He signed at the 
treaty of Verdun in 843, for the 
separation of Gaul and Germany. 
William the Conqueror to England 

Lord Robert d’Ouilli accompanied 
in 1066 in the capacity of general 
He shared largely in the spoils of 
the vanquished Saxons, and among 
other gifts he was created Lord of 
Oxfordshire. The d'Quillies changed 
the spelling of their name in Eng- 
land to D'Oyley, and in many tn- 
stances it was spelled Doyle. The 
family was seated in Oxfordshire 
for several generations, occupying 
the Manor Chislehampton. 

From England one branch of the 
D'Oyleys went to Ireland They 
became established in County Wex- 
ford. Sir John D'Oyley, Bart., born 
in County Wexford, Ireland, was 
the grandfather of the Marquis 
D'Oyley, who was born in Phila- 
delphia in 1838. Having been edu- 
cated in France for a military car- 
eer, the Marquis D'Oyley became a 
riend of the Marquis de Lafayette 
and in 1777 accompanied him to 
America to aid the colonists under 
the leadership of General Washing- 


ton. He was appointed captain of 
the First Pennsylvania Regiment 
under the name of Captain Doyle.

tends to tangle and snarl very eas- 
ily, and seems coarse and wiry in 
texture. And as a consequence, it 
must be treated with more care 
than an ordinary head of hair. For 
while it is impossible to remove all 
the kinks from the frizzy hair, a 
great deal can be done to make 
such hair appear softer and smooth- 
er. 

In the first place, frequent hot 
oil treatments help to improve 
kinky, disorderly hair, as they cor- 
rect any dry wirines Vinegar 
rinses are also beneficial, because 
they soften the hair and make it 
more tractable. And proper finger- 
waving helps to train kinky 
hair into more attractive waviness 

When treatting kinky hair, the 
best course is first to give the hair 
a hot oil treatment, as outlined in 
my “Beauty Culture” booklet. Then 
the hair should be thoroughly 
shampoved and rinsed, and a vine- 
gar dinse used at the last This 
rinse should be composed of half 
a glass of cider vinegar and a pint
